A little more than one >car ago,- tho 


party bound for California, from Jaoea- 
ville and its .vicinity, were making tbeic 
farewell visits to their many frienda in 
old Wisconsin. Now they are scattered 
through, the large state o£ California and 
nearly all are settled in homes of their 


own. 


And at, we have pasted tbrongb one 


year in. the "Golden State",have seen the 
viet and dry seasons and many other 
peculiarities 
characteristic 
to 
this 


country, 
we concluded that a brief 


account ot what we bavo seen and ex- 
perienced would, perhaps, be of interest 
to some of tbe readers of the Guzetti?. 
A great many suppose that both the wot 
and dry seasons here, are exceedingly 
disagreeable, thinking 
tbat it [rain a 


nearly every day during tbo wot eeaacn 
and as a consequence, it would be very 
poor traveling, muddy, etc. 


And, again, when the dry season sets 


in, that the fields, gardens, etc., ere oven 
more crisp and dry than I imagine those 
of Wisconsin, have been iv part of the 
past summer, but not BO, and we have 
boon greatly surprised at not finding 
it to a certain extent iu this way. We 
enjoyed tho wet season very much. Ocr 
first heavy rain came November 13lb, the 


6econd December 2Gtlj, third, Jumeiy 
llth, fourth, March IGtb, and fifth and 
last, April Oth. These were tho heavy 
rams; ot course there were many little 


ahowerB between them. 


It usually raiue here in the night, it 


coming off clear and warm in tho morn- 
ing. Very soon after our first rain 
vegetation began to revive, and it 


the 
was 


not many weeks before everythinglooked 
as green and nice as in Wisconsin 
June. Tbe weather was warm and very 
pleasant last winter, with iho exception 
otafew days now and then, during which 
tjme it was snowing upon tbe mountains 
and even then the thermometer stood u 
fifty and sixty degrees above zsro, dur 
'ng tbe most of the day, 


From the time thai we first' came upon 


our ranch, in November, until January 
we used ripe watermelons from our gar 
den, and on one dny in January, the tbcr 
mometer ftood nt ninety d(grets abov 
zero, m tho shade. 
I imagine I tee.

At- this time (in the winter) we Imv 
oranges, lemons, limes, pomeRranites 
ttrawberries, raspberries,;; etc,, npenin 
upon tbe trees and vines. The bills an 
mountains are covered with tlowera aa 
grasp, and tbe lawns, llower gardens an 
parks, are simply beautiful with tbei 
cal» lillies, geraniums, fuchsias, aod rar 
varieties of roses, etc. in full bloom. 


This is the winter that wo pause 


through, we could see something in tb 
distance, however, which reminded us of 
our winters back at home, being the 
snow-capped 
monntamu.

fifty miles, a whole range can 


I believe I have said that fruit-raining 


was the principal industry of the people, 
around here. 
However, there is some 


farming carried on; there is one ranch 
near us containing 
eleven thousand 


acres, which is grown to barley and 
This is forming ou a large scale. Tbey 
are now flaisbiog tbeir threshing, alter 
which they will begin plowing with 
tbeir lErRB Rung plows, which will tarn 
from uight to ten furrows, and are hauled 
by nboiit the same number of mules. 


When harvest time comes, they cut 


only the heads off tbe grain, with a 
large machine called the "header," and 
by tho side ot this a largo header-box is 
drawn by four horses. It is about twenty 
fett long, ton feet wide, and tho side next 
to the header machine is about three feet 
high, whilo tho opposite sido is about six 
feet high. Into and over this box a large 
coarse net is thrown, and the header 
throws the heads of grain into it, and 
when on? bot is filled it in driven to tbe 
utack and another takes its place. 


In unloading, a spaa ot horses is used, 


they boiog hitched to the net which 
rolls the entire load upon the stack in n 
moment.

as it is becoming a little deeper than we 
are accustomed to; but for anything bo- 
side this we do not need rain; in fect.it the 
rains were to commence now, they would 
do a great deal of damnge.- -A few heavy 
raios would spoil the entire grape crop in 
its present condition. 
Nevertheless, wo 


have had two quite bwvy rains, one on 
the 16th ot August and another ou tbo 
30th ot August, it raining nearly half B 
day the last time. Tho rain fall was not 
great enough to do any harm, however. 


All fruit growers are at this time busy 


picking and hauling off their summer 
crop of fruit. The prin:ipal kind of 
frnit grown in tbis part ot tho country is 
the grape; but a great many oranges; 
lemons, limes, peaches, pears, apricots, 
quinces, plumbs cherries, nectarines, fii?s, 
Jinglish walnuts and olives are also 
grown'quite extensively, and nearly 
every orchard contains a few banana, 
apple, persimmon,pomegranate.oitron, or 
soft shell almond trees. Ked raspberries, 
blackberries and strawberries grow very 
large. Peanuts and sweet potatoes are 
also grown here. Tbo earliest grape 
oalJed the Sweetwator, commecce to 
ripen about the 4th ol July, and lasts 
only eii or eight weeks. When first in 
market they comm^nr7 from eight to ton 
oents'per pound, an! at last only live 
asms per pooud. Following are tho 
Muscat, 
Mission, 
Seedless 
Sultanu, 


Flaming, 
Tokay, 
Blade.. Hamburg, 


and many other vi.rietie?, too numerous 
to mention. Tho more1 important kinds, 
however, are the Muscat, a very fine 
quality of. 'white grape, used for mrikinc 
raisins, and the Mission, a black grape 
used for making wine. These aro selling 
at piosent for about two cents per pound. 


The process by which raisins are made 


is very simple, having only to pick the 
stems of. grapes wben thoroughly ripa 
and lay them upon tho ground between 
the rows of vines, or in any place where 
tbn raye ot tho sun can ehine upon th=m 
and it tarnod over once in tan or twelve 
days after being put down, ttiey will ia a 
few weeks be converted into an excellent 
quality of raisifls. The raisin grape can 
roroam upon the vines Cor a considerable 
length of time without decaying or drop- 
ping off it loft upon the vines, a large 
part will dry and turn iuto raisins. 
. Peaches are now bringing from two to 
three cents per pound, pares five cents, 
"quinces three cents and figs two cents. 
This ia a great country Cor watermelons. 
They cat) be found iu nearly every field 
growing wild, and where 3 ultivuted ana 
irritated, they grow very large and are ot 
on citra fine quality. In the spring we 
planted a small piece ot fiToucd to water- 
melons, for our own use, and they grew 
so very fast and bore auch a large quan- 
titv of fruit tbat we found that wo would 
not be able to use near all ot them, ion 
sequently have sold about forty or fifty 
loads from them, and have used oil wo 
needed, still there are botb ripe and 
green ones growing upon the vine?. 


In some parte of tbis country, tlL fruit 


must be irrigated in order to make a fair 
yield, while iu others, no irricoting IK 
done. Tn tbe part we aro living in (south- 
east of Los Angelo?) the soil is adapted 
to fruit raising more than anything e!ss, 
it being a sandy loam and easily tilled. 
Here nearly all kinds of fruit can. be 
raised, without irrigation. Oranges need 
water once or twice a year; strawberries 
and raspberry vines may bs made to bear 
fruit nearly tho whole year round by 
giving them plenty ol water soon after 
they have finished bearing one crop.
